Sir James Matthew Barrie, Scot- 
tish-born journalist and creator of 
Peter Pan, gave the rights to his 
story to a children’s hospital in 
London. The Great Ormond Street 
for Sick Children is believed to 
have already received over $2 mil- 
lion in royalties. 

Sir James wrote Peter Pan in 
Kensington Gardens for his chil- 
dren. The play PETER PAN is 
based on this and another story, 
The Boy Cast-Aways, also written 
by Barrie. 

Barrie would sit in Kensington 
Park Gardens where he invented 
his tale of Peter Pan while 
speaking to five children whom 
he met there. Sir James gradual- 
ly developed Peter by combining 
the personalities of his five 
young friends. 

Clarke College will present, as 
the author calls it, this “tour 
through a young boy’s mind,” in 
T.D.H. on March 21 at 7:30 p.m., 
and on March 22 and 23 at 2:00 
P.m. PETER PAN is being directed 
by Clarke drama instructor Mr. 
Thomas Gressler. The assistant di- 
rector is senior drama major Pat- 
ricia Simon. 

Even though the play is from 


a child’s point of view, it is not 
strictly a children's play. There i 
something in PETER PY 
everybody. 

We learn from PETER PAN that 
the older we get the less we can 
fly. Mrs. Darling can’t fly. She 
can’t see Peter or Tinkerbell. She 
isn’t young enough. 

Peter Pan (Marlene Marrazzo) 
has a strong adventuresome spirit. 
He is the leader of the lost boys 
and bravely fights Captain Hook 
(William Smith). As Barrie says, 
Peter is “an ordinary child at his 
very best, with a remarkable love 
of adventure.” 

Wendy (Maureen Kelley) per- 
sonifies all little girls who want 
to play mother and be loved by a 
strong dashing man — and she 
will still love even though the 
love returned to her is maybe 
very little and very strange. 

Sir James Barrie once said that 
“Captain Hook is autobiographi- 
cal.” If Captain Hook is autobio- 
graphical, then so is Mr. Darling, 
because all of Captain Hook’s 
characteristics are in Mr. Darling, 
only more subtly. It is for this rea- 
son that both Captain Hook and 
Mr. Darling are being portrayed

Inter-Library-Loan is a program 
that permits Clarke students and 
faculty to borrow needed books 
from any library in the United 
States that is on a cooperating ba- 
sis with Clarke. Requests for a 
loan should be made at the check- 
out desk, or the reference service 
desk, 


The Northeast lowa Academic 
Library union is a service for ser- 
ial-sharing between Loras, the 


University of Dubuque, Wartburg 
at Waverly, Luther at Decorah, 
Upper Iowa at Fayette, and Clarke. 
Any student wishing a_ specific 
article in a periodical, not carried 
at Clarke, may request the library 
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to acquire a xeroxed copy from 
one of the union schools. The 
Northeast Iowa Union List of Ser- 
ials is in the Periodical Room of 
the library next to the Periodical 
Index. 


The Deadline Data File of 
World Affairs located in the main 
lobby across from the xerox ma- 
chine is more up to date 
than the Reader’s Guide. It comes 
in every week with information on 
every country in the world. A real 
aid to history, political science, 
and sociology student, and of in- 
terest to current-events buffs, it 
is completely weeded each week 
to remove old information.

Senior Mary Kate 
Riley said, “We miss not living 
with our classmates in West Hall, 
but this has been my most re- 
warding experience at Clarke Col- 
lege.”
